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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-9, drawn to a fabricated microstructure, classified in class 428, 
subclass 99. 

II. Claims 10-11, drawn to a fabricated grip, classified in class 31 0, subclass 
330. 

III. Claims 12-18, drawn to a fabricated microstructure, classified in class 428, 
subclass 141. 

IV. Claims 1 9-23 and 33-35, drawn to a metliod of forming an adhesive force, 
classified in class 156, subclass 60. 

V. Claims 24-29 and 36, drawn to a method of establishing an adhesive 
force, classified in class 156, subclass 297. 

VI. Claims 30-32, drawn to a method of creating an adhesive surface, 
classified in class 216, subclass 52. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In 
the instant case the different inventions have different modes of operation, functions 
and different effects. In particular the invention of Group II relates to a grip for 
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manipulating objects and does not include or require a flexible shaft having a plurality of 
protrusions supported thereon. 

Inventions I and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions the invention of Group I has a different effect 
than that of Group III because the invention of Group I includes a specific adhesive 
force not required by Group III, thereby resulting in a fabricated microstructure having a 
different effect than the fabricated microstructure of Group III. 

Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
. that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In 
the instant case the different inventions the inventions of Group 11 and III have different 
modes of operation, functions and different effects. In particular, the invention of Group 
II requires a grip for manipulating objects and does not require a shaft having an array 
of spatula formed at an end of said shaft. 

Inventions I, II, III and IV are related as process of making and product made. 
The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the process can be used to make another and 
materially different product wherein the adhesive force produced is not as high as the 
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specified degree offeree required in Group I, or the seta do not have the specified 
dimensions for the microstructure of Group III nor a lamella as required by Group II. 

Inventions I, II, III and V are related as process of making and product made. 
The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the process as claimed can be used to make 
another and materially different product wherein the adhesive force produced is not as 
high as the specified degree of force required in Group I, or the seta do not have the 
specified dimensions for the miaostructure of Group III nor a lamella as required by 
Group II. 

Inventions I, II, III and VI are related as process of making and product made. 
The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the process as claimed can be used to make 
another materially and different product wherein the adhesive force produced is not as 
high as the specified degree offeree required in Group I, or the seta do not have the 
specified dimensions for the microstructure of Group III nor a lamella as required by 
Group II. 

Inventions IV and V are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
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does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the Instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the step of applying the seta to a 
surface to establish a bond does not require a force perpendicular to the surface and it 
does not require pulling the seta with a force parallel to the surface so as to preload the 
adhesive force. The subcombination has separate utility such as a process for making 
an adhesive component, which is not attached to a surface in a bonded condition. 

Inventions I and VI are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions are not capable of use together and have totally 
different modes of operation. The claims of Group VI relate to a process of forming 
artificial adhesive bodies, which does not include the harvesting of seta from geckos 
while the claims of Group IV clearly require the harvesting of seta from geckos. 

Inventions V and VI are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated If It can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions are not capable of use together and have totally 
different modes of operation. The claims of Group VI relate to a process of forming 
artificial adhesive bodies, which does not include the harvesting of seta from geckos 
while the claims of Group V clearly require the harvesting of seta from geckos. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
